A correspodent anxiously inquires if 


there is any possible means of driving 
moths out of the house. She has tried 
pepper, black and cayenne, tar-paper, 
spirits of turpentine, insect powder, to- 
bacco, Scotch snuff, alum and borax ' 
pulverized togctherj/aifdprtrksiene, And 
although she takes up her carpets once 
a year, and some of them twice, "still," 
she adds, mournfully, "moths arc the 
master." 


Having tried so formidable an array 


of offensive and defensive prescriptions, 
the failure of our correspondent to get 
rid of her destructive foes is hard to ac- 
count tor, especially if^ho^hiis applied 
them with the perseverance-and wigor'i 
her letter seems to indicate. . Is'or ure 
we able to say, in answer to her inquiry, 
why it is that some houses aro regularly 
invaded by them, while in others they 
are rarely if ever found—unless, indeed. 
it be that in the latter case unusual vigi- 
lance is exercised at the proper time to 
prevent their multiplication in the 
house. 
: In dealing with tho common house- 
moth—of which there are three or four^ 
varieties, but all \viU»-siniilar ,ch:u-acter-- 
istics—the first effort should-be_ directed 
to preventing theni" from laying'thetr 
eggs in the house. It is a good plan in 
early spring to fill up tho cracks under 
the base-board, and in the floor for n 
foot or two from the base-board, if any 
exist, -with some kind of cement. This 
closes up the favorite i hitUng-plaecs of, 
the carpet-moth. 
Then if'd liberal 
sprinkling of almost any of the prevent- 
ives named by our correspondent is ap- 
plied all around the room, and the cor- 
ners and folds of tno carpets arc care- 
fully searched beforc~rfllaying,itiahju-d- 
;ly possible that any damage«an bwdene - 
by these little pests. 


• For the preservation of winter cloth- 
ing, blankets, furs, &c..nothing is better 
than wrapping them carefully in thick 
brown paper, or in bags made from sev- 
eral thicknesses of newspaper, printers' 
ink being one of tho inapt effectual pro- 
tections against moths'. But in putting 
these articles away, they should be 
looked all over, and brushed and shaken 
with the utmost care before folding, in 
.order to get rid of any possible moth- 
cggs. 
As an additional precaution, 


"some persons put gum-camphor, tobac- 


co, insect powder, or other insecticide, 
in with tho clothing; but if the articles 
are thoroughly examined before: putting 
away, and tho packages carefully se- 
cured by pasting or dqnblc folding, -this

Hints to Flax-Growcrs. 


The Minnesota Linseed Oil Company 


has issued the following letter of aavice 
to its patrons respecting; the cutting and 
curing of (lax, nnd the hints hero given 
arc applicable to all places where flax is 
grown for the seed: 
: 


First, cutting—When mostof tho bolls 


and lower parts of the stalks have turned 
yellow, and the seeds have turned 
slightly brown, and the lower leaves 
have dropped off, it is ready to harvest. 
At this stage it will cut as easily:as 
wheat. 
Be careful not to cut before 


ripo. 
Unripe seed can not bo properly 


fUlcd out, and must fall short in weight. 


Use a smooth knife in your reaper. 


Cut high—only low enough to get all 
the boUa.,

Second, shocking.—Set it up as soon 


as cut, in gavels. 
It may be handled 


tho same as barley or buckwheat; but, 
better still, bind with a self-binder and 
shock the same as wheat. This treat- 
ment makes threshing easy and pays 
well.

Third, stacking.—Flax cures very fist, 


and in good drying weather1-may'be^ 
stacked the day after cutting. Dbrit 
waste a' day after it is ready, for a 
threshing-machine or anything else, but 
stack, stack, if you want to save your 
•crop. Build a good,-solid stack,'always 
keeping fall in the center—heads In and 
butts out—and top off with prairie hay. 
Stacks imust not be disturbed for two or 
three weeks, or more, until the flax is 
through the "sweat," which leaves the 
seeH, heavier and better. -'
